REMARKS 



In response to the above-identified Final Office Action ("Action"), Applicants submit the 
foregoing remarks. Claims 1-19 are pending in the present application. In the instant Action, 
claims 1-9 and 19 are allowed and claims 10-18 are rejected. In this response, no claims are 
amended, claims 10-18 are cancelled and no claims are added. 

I. Claim Amendments 

In the amended claim set attached herewith, claims 10-18 are cancelled. 

II. Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §112 

In the outstanding Action, claims 10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. 

Although Applicants disagree with the Examiner's rejection of claims 10-18, claims 10- 
18 are cancelled therefore the rejection on this basis is moot.
